Medicine's victory over diphthong 
has been twofold. First science de­ 
veloped antitoxin. With tins prep­ 
aration you could clear up the woist 
and 
most stubborn 
case 
of 
this 
dreaded disease, if you were allow­ 
ed to 
1 make that qualification because 
in introducing the antitoxin in some 
of the back country I had a good 
oral 
ot 
superstition to overcome. 
The people had a queer belief that 
the antitoxin caused paralysis. As a 
m atter of fact, a bad case of diph- 
te n a often did cause paralysis. I 
have seen people who went through 
life with an arm or a leg paralyzed 
from diphtheria, and plenty of vie- 
t ¡ms of the disease were paralyzed in 
some way or another for weeks alter 
they 
were cured. Gradually most 
would get no of the paralysis and 
regain the normal use of their limbs. 
This paralysis v is caused by the 
poison developed by the disease a f­ 
fecting this or that nerve. Some­ 
times it was the heart th at was a f­ 
fected and then the patient died. 
Sometimes, a doctor wouldn’t be 
called to see a diphtheria case soon 
enough, or he m ightn’t inject quite 
f no ugh of the antitoxin when he did 
come. As a result there was enough 
of the poison left in the patient’s 
.»y.stem to cause a paralysis of some 
fort. But persons who were suspic­ 
ious ol antitoxin blamed the injec­ 
tions for this effect. 
However, as 1 said, while this ad ­ 
m inistering of antitoxin would check 
diphtheria 
once 
the 
disease 
was 
Started, it didn't prevent the disease 
occuring. Also, the effect of the an ti­ 
toxin is apt sometimes to be tem ­ 
porary. You see, when you inject 
th e antitoxin in a child ill with 
diphtheria, it merely neutralizes the 
poison already present from the dis­ 
ease. This is called passive immuni­ 
zation since the body doesn’t do any­ 
thing to overcome the poison, but 
leaves it all to tl e antidote. 
In those early days before toxoid- 
ing rendered people im m une to the 
disease, I adopted a practise that 
apparently reduced the number of

eases in the country. I had to do all 
the preventive work I could because 
1 had such a huge territory to cover 
th at if an epidemic got really started 
I was almost helpless. So each fall 
1 took around a silver salt solution 
to each of the schools in my district, 
and I instructed the teacher to swab 
i child's throat the moment it got 
sore. Even if it was only a simple sore 
throat it helped to cure it.
